Jonkheer Loudon, Orator at Convo- 
cation Exercises, Made a 
Doctor of Laws, 


OTHER DEGREES ARE CONFERRED 


President Harry Pratt Judson at the eighty- 
seventh convocation of the Umiversity of 
Chicago yesterday announced that La Verne 
W. Noyes had given $300,000 for the erection 
of a building to be used as a social center 
and gymnasium for women students. The 
new addition to the cluster of buildings on 
the Midway campus is to be called the Ida 
Noyes hall, in memory of the dead wife of 
the donor. 

The plan of the university board of 
trustees has been to obtain §700,000 for the 
erection of a@ woman's gymnasium, a build- 
ing for the department of geography and 
geclogy, and ene for the ciassical depart- 
ments. 

The gift by Julius Rosenwald of $250,000 


and the bequest of Mrs. Hiram Kelley, 
amounting to a little more than $200,000, 
brought the amount of the building fund up 
to $450,000, and the benefaction of Mr. Noyes 
completes the amount to be secured, 


Building Will Begin at Once. 

The contracis for the e:ection of the build- 
ings will be let as soon as arrarigements can 
be made, and it was deciared the campus 
then will be dotted with the most costly and 
best equipped university buildings in the 
world, 

“The gift of Mr. Noyes fille a jong felt 
want,” said Dr. Judson. ‘“‘ We have kad the 
plans of the buildings in ming for some time, 
and have loaked forward to a time when 
some generous eitizen of Chicago would add 
te the denation of Mr. Rosenwald and to the 
bequest of Mrs. Kelley. The women stu- 
dents, eramped as they have been in Lexing- 
ton gymnasium,’a relic of the world's fair, 
have had reason to complain.” 

Included in the resoluiion accepting the 
donation of Mr. Noyes was the statement; 

** Resolved, further, That the board, while 
deeply appreciating the magnitude of the 
gift, feels especiajiy gratified that there is 
to be commemorated in the quadrangles of 
the university the name of a gracious and 
gifted woman whose rare qualities are well 
worthy of admiration and emulation by su¢- 
cessive generations of our young women.” 


For Exchange Professors. 

President Judson also announced that ar- 
rangements had been made with the depart- 
ment of public instruction and the fine arts 
ef the French republic by which in alternate 
years a professor of the University. of Chi-. 
cago will give lectures in France and 4 pro- 
fessor from one of the French universities 
ef France ‘vill lecture at Chicago. 

The honorary degree of doctor of laws was 
conferred upon Jonkheer John Loudon, the 
Netherlands minister to the United States, 
who was the orator at the convocation exer- 
ciges. 

Dean Rowland Angell of the faculties of 
art, literature, and acience of the university 
presented the honorary candidate and Presi- 
dent Judson conferred the degree, Dr. Lou- 
don said he was proud to be a “ fellow clase- 
mate of the class of 1018, and felt deeply the 
honer conferred upon him by such a pro- 
gressive and eminent university.” 

Loudon Talks on Managing Colonies. 

The jonkheer spoke on “ Hew Holland 
Manages Mer Cojonies.”’ He cited Java. 
and pointed out that through @ thoughtful 
consideration of the needs of the selony the 
Holland government has been instrumental 
in a marked uplift of the natives. 

“Our policy,” be said, at the present 
day is built up more on ethical lines. We 
geek the economic,. political, and moral de 
velopment of our 88,000,000 of colored breth- 
ren. We are glowly, with foresight and 
judgement, moving toward eeif-government. 
The material profits ef the mother country 
are none the less for being Indirect, thanks 
to the energy displayed by private enter- 
prise, encouraged as It is by the government. 
Education seems to be the watchword, but 
education above all must be led by judg- 


ment.” 
¢S8ees Awakening in Far East, 

The diplomat said Asia was awakening to 
the greatest movements of modern times, and 
that even Mohammedan young men are tak- 
ing the highest honors of Furopean univer- 
gitics without losing their faith in their own 
religion. He declared the political situation 
of the Asiatic countrieg is constantly growing 
more important, and the natives take pride 
in speaking of * our” navy, “our” army, 
“our” queen. 

The Javanese aristocrat, the speaker said, 
eraves knowledge, and since 1880 the Holland 
government has subsidized schools for the 
education of natives for public offices. 

*{ may state here,” he said, that there is 
@ feminist movement in Java—a movement 
armong the daughters of the regents te edu- 
cate and in every way gevelop the native 
women. Our t encourages the 
ersation of giris' schoole and in many cases 
giris attend the schools for boys. Suffraget 
parades and hunger strikes are, I am happy 
to say, not yet discernible in the Javanese 
woman's mind," 

Conferring of Degrees.

Senators Reach West Virginia 
and Begin an Inquiry Into 
Long Strife. 


WERE RIGHTS INVADED? 


Borah Calls for Reeords of All 
Martial Law and Drumhead 
Proceedings. 


Charleston, W. Va., June 10.—The power of 
the government of the United States came to 
West Virginia today to determine who ig re- 
eponsible for the conditions which have kept 
the state in virtual civil war for more than a 
year. 

Opening the investigation of the coal mine 
strike which has dealt death and destruction 
in the Paint Creek and Cabin Creek mining 
pections, the senate mine strike investigating 
committee tonight called upon the military 
authorities for the records of the proceedings 
prior to and under the deciaration of martial! 
law in the strike territory. 

Senator Borah, heading the committee, is 
moving to find out the basis of the charge 
that citizens have been “ arrested, tried, and 
convicted in violation of their conetitutional 
rights.” 

The activities of the state authorities in 
connection with the strike will be probed by 
the committee, in view of the national and 
state constitutional guarantees. 

A formidable array of counsel is on hand. 
For the miners there appeared Frank S. Mon- 
nett, former attorney genral of Ohio, Sey- 
mour Stedman of Chicago, and M. M. Belcher 
= H. W. Houston. The operators were 

epresented by Z. T. Vinson, HB. W. Knight, 
and C, C. Watts, with a half score of agsist- 
ants. 


Briefs of the Operators. 

Two lengthy preliminary statements were 
filed with the committee by the attorneys 
for the operators, who mé€@ke a counter 
charge that the United Mine Workers of 
America, in its attempts “ to organize ’’ the 
coal miners in the West. Virginia field were 
responsible for the violence which has char- 
acterized the strike. — 

The operators’ brief replies to charges of 
the miners in cetail: 

* We know of no system of peonage and be- 
lieve non exists or has been practiced in 
the fields,”’ the brief said.. Specific denials 
were made that the posta! service had been 
interfered with, that the immigration laws 
had been violated and that rights of citizens 
had been violated. 

On the question of the trials of citizens 
under martial law the brief defended former 
Gov.

“The situation confronting the governor 
on Sept. 2 1912," said the brief, “‘ was a ter- 
rible one; rarely since the days of 1861-65

Value of Federal Building Site 
Increases 800 Per Cent. 


BIG SAVING MADE IN RENTS. 


Marine Hospital Grounds Also Have 
Advanced Much. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., June 10.—[Special.}— 
Federal property in Chicago constitutes one 
of the choicest investments_of the United 
States government. The site of the Chicago 
federal building has Increased in value nearly 
800 per cent since it was bought. 

This was disclosed by a report made public 
today by former Senator Bourne, chairman 
of tne joint committee on second class post- 
age and railway mall pay, showing the rental 
value oi quarters occupied by the postal 
ecrvice in government buildings. The figures 
covering the entire country indicate that it 
would cost the postoffice department $5,530,- 
v00 annually to rent the space furnished the 
scrviee in buildings erected by the govern- 
ment.

The committee on the basis of these figures 
has estimated that the value of the invest- 
ment chargeable to the Chicago postoffice in 
this building is $3,128,528, and that the rental 
value of the postal service quarters is 
$144,000. 


Marine Hospital Site Valuable. 
The marine hospital, owned by the govern- 
ment, represents a total investment of $656, - 
076, the site having been acquired for $10,000 
in 1855. The market value of the site is now 
$215,000 and of the building $300,000, while 
the rental value of the whole is $50,000. 
The South Chicago postoffice site cost $49, - 
966 in 1909 and now is worth $60,000, while 
the Chicago Heights postoffice site, pur- 
chased for $15,000 in 1909, has doubled in 
value.

WIFE MURDER TRIAL IN ITALY. 


United States Supreme Court Orders 
Hig Extradition Three Years After 
Finding Woman’s Body in Lake, 


Washington, D. C., June 10.—Threefygars 
to a day after the discovery of the body of 
his wife in the waters of Lake Como, Italy, 
Porter Chariton lost his last fight against 
being turned over by his native land to the 
Italian government for trial on a charge of 
murder, 

The Supreme court today sustdined the 
state department's decision to deliver Charl- 
ton in compliance with Italy’s demand. 

Charlton was a bank clerk in New York, 
and his father, Paul Charlton, a classmate 


| of ex-President Taft, and until recently fed- 
| eral judge in Porto Rico. 


The young man 
has been held in jail in New Jersey: since his 


| arrest nearly three years ago. 


was alleged as the main ground 
Chariton's removal to Italy 
and it was further contended that the United 
States could not extradite one of its citizens 
to Italy inasmuch as that country had re- 
fused to extradite its subjects to the United 
States. 

The Supreme court held today Chariton 
had no right to present evidence of his in- 
sanity at the extradition hearing, and that 
the contention as to the power to extradite 
was erroneous. 

Justice Lurton, in anmouncing the court's 
decision, however, eaid “impressive evi- 
dénce"’ of insanity had been offered on 
Charlton’s behalf. It is believed a way will 
be found to present this at Chariton’s trial 


in Italy.

NOT TO CONSUMER 


Market Glutted with Potatoes, 


Forcing Wholesale Price to 
19 Cents a Bushel. 


RETAILERS IGNORE DROP. 


Keep Figure Up While Product Is 
Being Tossed Away in 
* Railroad Yards. 


Potatoes sold yesterday as low as 19 cents 
a bushel, but that didn’t put a crimp in the 
high cost of living, as the retail grocer’s 
price remained unchanged. . 

Sixteen carloads of old potatoes were re- 
ported sold at prices ranging froin 19 to 80 
cents. Most of them went at 25 cents. 

The small purchaser was unable to take 
advantage of the gigantic slump because 


| they were sold only in large lots, usually 
| by the wagon load. The ultimate consumer 


bought hig old potatoes at the grocery store 
for 20.Cents a peck, while they were being 
sold in the freight yards for 20 cents a 
bushel, or being turned over to the railroads 
for, the cost of the freight. 

At the-Iilinois Central yards, at the foot of 
East South Water street, where most of the 
potatoes were sold, peddlers and corhmission 
firms’ wagons began to appear early in the 
day. The ordinary retailers paid little or 
no attention to the sale. 


| . Peddlers took advantage of the potato 
drop and sold practicaily all over the city 


for 12% cents a peck, the lowest price re- 
corded in retail sales. A few grocers sold 
at that price, but most of them, judging 
from a random test of prices, retailed at 
from 15 to 25 cents. : 

The potatoes were not the precious 
“frult’’ they were a year ago and little ef- 
fort was made to keep from spilling them 
along the car,track. Dozens of women and a 
few men spent the day along the Mlinois 
Central railroad tracks picking up those 
thrown out by buyers. 

New potatoes sold yesterday at from 70 
to 90 cents a bushel at the freight car, a 
long way below the price of last year.

On the other hand, the syphilis spirfllum 
moves of and by itself, and, in addition, can 
be passively transported by the blood, or the 
lymph, or along free surfaces. It wiggles 
into the blood stream and is carried to any 
part of the body.

In the stage of syphilis known as the see 
ondary, the spiril abound in the blood. 
The secondary stage is characterized by 
fever. In extremely bad cases the patient 
may geet to have measles or scarlet fever.

I have seen such mistakes made. Asa 
rule the fever and the eruption are mild, and 
sometimes so mild as to be overlooked. After 
that stage has passed—a few months after 
the infection—the spirilla are never in the 
blood for long. They wiggle in, float around 
awhile, and then wiggle out. 

It is a miatake to regard syphilis asa blood 
disease. The blood seldom contains spiriila. 
If tho spirilla stayed in the blood, the dis- 
ease mizht be moreeasily cured. 

The organisms are out in the tissues, 
around the blood vessels, the lymph vessels, 
and among the tissue cells. There they live, 
multiplying slowly and dying off at about the 
same rate, secreting little poison. — 

The spirillum in the tissues, after the sec- 
ondary stage, makes itself much at home.

Mr. Hooker pointed out that any passenger 
has to break a railroad journey dDetween the 
north and south sides, and three days are 
required to get a freight car through the 
Chicago district, although Chicago annually 
pays $63,000.000 in railrqad fares. 

The present arrangement of depots enables 
the steam roads “ to butcher the street plan,” 
he aseerted, and showed a@ map to prove that 
between Halsted and Twelfth streets and 
Chicago avenue, east and west, there are but 
nineteen streets open, although fifty should 
be, 

‘* Chicago is not consistent in its track ele- 
vation,’’ Mr. Hooker continued, ‘* despite the 
ordinance of 1892. Some tracks are up and 
some down.”

Decrees to 255. 


Princeton, N. J., June 10—-The Princeton 
commencement exercises closed today with the 
graduation of 255 students. Masters degrees 
were awarded to forty, doctor of philosophy 
degrees to thirteen, and electrical engineering 
to three. Among the honorary degrees that 
of doctor of laws, the highest which the uni- 
versity is able to confer, was bestowed upon 
Count Johann Von Bernstorff, the German am- 
bassador to the United States, and on Dr. Fran- 
cis Landey Putton, who was president of 
Princeton from 1898 to 1902 and whose resigna- 
1 tion as president of the Princeton Theological 
seminary was announced recently, The diplomas 
were given to the members of the graduating 
class by President John Grier Hibben of the 
university. Of the 255 members, of the gradu- 
ating class 123 received the degree of bachelor 
of arts, eighty-nine received bachelor of letters, 
twenty-three bachelor of science, and twenty 
civil engineers. 

Howard C. Phillips of Chicago, class of 1890, 
was elected a member of the board of Prince- 
ton university trustees, to serve five years.

President Hibben announced at the com- 
mencement exercises today that Mrs, Russell 
e had promised to give $100,000 for a new 
university dining hall, provided the university 
raised $400,000 for the same purpose. Plans 
for the new building have been drawn and ap- 
proved. 

He also stated that the class of 1888 had in- 
creased its decennial gift of $14,000 to $25,000 
for the maintenance of the department in eco- 
nomics. During the year, Predident Hibben 
sald, about $600,000 had been received for en- 
dowments and $212,000 for current expenses. 
In additien to this there are the bequests of 
Ferris S. Thomson and William B. Reed, Jr., 
from which the university will receive even- 
tually about $2,600,000. The Thomson gift also 
carries with it .n immediate income of $30,000.

AFTER PEDDLERS AND MOTORS 


Chief Issues Order to Police Department 
at Instigation of Council Committee 
on Trail of “‘ Chicago Din.” 


Further action by the police department 
against ““the Chicago din’’ was brought 
about yesterday by the anti-noise commit- 
tee of the city council. 

‘You will instruct all members of your 
command,’ read an order from Chief Mc- 
Weeny, published in the daily bulletin of 
the department, “to see that section 2008 
of the Chicago code, relating to crying of 
wares by peddlers, and section 2710, relative 
to motor bicycles, are strictly enforced.” 

Accompanying the order was reprinted the 
letter from Ald. Willis O. Nance, chairman 
‘of the anti-noise committee, asking that the 
action be taken. 

Mayor Harrison and members of the coun- 
cil received copies of anti-noise resolutions 
adopted at a meeting of about 400 men of 
Holy Angels church on Monday night. One 
purged the passage of an ordinance prohibit- 
ing railroads from switching or unloading 
cars in the open in residence districts be- 
tween © o'clock in the evening and 7 o’clock 
in the morning and requiring them to keep 
their car wheels well oiled. Another-advo- 
cated the prohibition of open mufflers and 
electric horns on automobiles. The passage 
of the electrification ordinance was urged. 

A meeting of the anti-noise committee will 
be held tomorrow afternoon. The five alder- 
»men will report back on their assignments 
to study the classes of useless noise and dis- 
cuss them with city officials who have been 
invited to attend.

After finishing high 
school two years ago we dismissed our maid 
and I took her place, as mother cannot do 
much housework. I do everything except the 
washing and sewing, the latter of which I do 
some for myself. ) 

I receive an allowance of $50 a month, out 
of which I must buy my clothes and pay for 
my personal expenses, But by no means do I 
spend even nearly all of this, for I buy only 
plain, good clothes which last, instead of fancy 
fads for one season. As a result of my saving 
I have a large bank account which will go 
toward paying my expenses for a European 
tour this summer with the rest of the family. 
I do not consider this a waste of money, as 
some people are inclined to think, for it is 
educating and broadening. 

It is disgusting to see an $8 or $10 a week 
girl spending most of her money for many 
cheap clothes instead of few simple, good ones 
which will look better and wear longer. She 
can save on cosmetics and doctor bills by eat- 
ing for luncheon vegetables, fruit, and milk 
instead of lobster salad, pickles, and ice cream, 
the latter being by far the most common; also 
by exercise and fresh air instead of stuffy 
nickel shows, etc.

They All Work. 


We are a family of four—husband, wife and 
two daughters. We all work down town and 
receive $15, $10, $8, and $6 a week, respectively. 
As I am employed, too, it might seem I could 
not keep house, but I do, and this is the way I 
manage: We rent a heated five room flat for $30 
a month. It is within the 5 cent fare limit, 
and though it takes half an hour to get down 
town, we like the quiet and pure air at night. 
The rent father and I pay. Each one pays for 
Then 
we each put in $1.50 a week for food. This 
makes about $25 a month for breakfasts and 
dinners and we have good meals, 

Every Wednesday a reliable woman comes. 
In the forenocen she washes and in the after- 
noon she cleans the flat thoroughly. The iron- 
ing we do evenings. Each girl does her own. 
This leaves each alittle money for church, 
amusements, etc, 

This is the way I manage the work. At night 
I plan breakfast, put the cereal in the fireless 
cooker and set the table. In the morning the 
beds air while we eat breakfast. Then the 
girls.make the beds while I wash the dishes. 
Then thev start to work, as they have to be 
there half an hour earlier than I do. I dust a 
little. As we are all grown-ups there is noth- 
ing to put in order. I do the marketing on my 
way to the car. They know I don’t want the 
things until evening. If we are to have a pot 
roast, stew, beans, or anything requiring long 
cooking, I put that in the cookér fn the morn- 
ing. The rest I do after I get home at night.

Using Left Over Meat. 

In our family of five grown people for Sunday 
we have two pounds of leg of mutton, costing 
36 cents. Monday we have the left over scraps 
of mutton and gravy made into a meat pie. 
Tuesday when we are ironing we have a 40 cent 
roast of beef. On Wednesday we have part of 
this roast sliced cold and on Thursday we grind 
all the nice scraps in the meat grinder, and 
mixing with bread crumbs and @ little milk and 
seasoning make meat patties. On Friday the 
fish man comes and we buy two pounds of fish 
for 20 cents. On Saturday we have fishballs 
made of what fish was left and mashed pota- 
toes. Following this plan we have meat for 
one meal each day of the week at a cost of 96 
cents, 

Occasionelly we have roast chicken. for Sun- 
day dinner, a small chicken costing 60 cents. 
On Mortday we have chicken pie. On Tuesday 
the bones from which the meat has been cut 
are placed in a pan with considerable water and 
allowed to simmer two or three hours. Then 
the broth is strained, making a fine soup for 
noodles. On Wednesday we have 10 cents’ 
worth of liver. On Thursday a 26 cent neck 
piece of beef and keep half of it for a meat loaf 
on Friday, and Saturday with a 10 cent soup 
bone make a vegetable stew. This series costs 
$1.05 for a week. 

Our plan ts not to waste any good food, but 
use all the leftovers to make palatable and di- 
gestible dishes.

The author of the above recipe gives di- 
rections for making thjs dish with beef, using 
bacon and cucumber pickle in the stuffing. 
The author of the “ Gelllusteered Kookboek” 
gives a recipe of the same sort, using the beef 
and the calf’s caul of the same size as the 
cutlets, or bacon of the same size, seasoning 
with cloves, pepper, and salt, without any 
minced meat. 

In his recipe in which the veal is used he 
says that the blinde vinken must be as nearly 
as possible of the same size, so that they will 
all be done with the same amount of cooking, 
and that they should be turned while cooking 
with two forks. He also adds that in place 
of the calf’s caul the filling may be of sausage, 
ham, chopped herbs, minced veal,- or chopped 
kidney.

Chicago Institutions Shown 
Preparing for Expected 
Fall Demand. : 


DEPOSITS KEEP AT LEVEL. 


Sixty-nine Concerns Report to 
Anditor Their Condition. 
as of June 5. 


Reports of the sixty-nine state banks of 
Chicago, showing their condition at the com- 
mencement of business on June 5, make an 
irregular and interesting exhibit. While 
the downtown institutions show generally 
e contraction in loans and an increase in ® 
cash, the same as the nationals, the outly- 
ing banks increased their loans between 
April 5 and June 5. There was evidently a 
considerable equalization of the burden of 
accommodation. 

Deposits of the state banks showed a small 
advance, enough to make up for the loss 
in the nationel institutions and leave @ 
small margin of increase in the aggre- 
gate over the call of two months ago. A 
good advance wes recorded in cash re- 
gources, as in the case of the national banks. 
Both classes of tnstitutions—that is, the 
larger ones—show a disposition to prepare 
for the autumn demand. 

Of the larger loop concerns the:Merchants’ 
Loan and Trust company exhibits the largest 
increase in cash resources—$4,000,000, with a 
$1,200,000 increase in deposits and a lowering 
of loans by $2,500,000. The First Trust has 
increased cash in two months by $2,800,000, 
the Lilinois Trust by $3,800,000, and the 
Continenta! Trust by $1,400,000. The Illinois 
Trust has reduced its loans by $3,600,000 and 
the Continental by $2,500,000,

roads in their policy of dividend main- 
tenance, has now been removed. 


Must Prove Rates Confiscatory. 

Until congress takes additional .action it 
will rest with the railroads to demonstrate 
that rates are confiscatory before the inter- 
state commerce commission can come to 
their relief. 

In certain quarters the decision is taken to 
mean, however, that congress may enact & 
law. granting full authority to the interstate 
commerce commission to fix rates and re- 
move that power from the states. Butinthe 
meantime the roads will be subject to regu- 
lation by the different state commissions 
and the uncertainty which obtains is the 
basis for the prediction of reduced dividends.

Jefferson City, Mo., June 10.—Bearing no 
findings or recommendations the report of 
John Montgomery of Sedalia, Mo., commis- 
sioner appointed by the Missouri Supreme 
court to take testimony in the rehearing of 
the state ougter proceedings against the 
Standard Oll company of Inciana under the 
anti-trust laws, was filed with the Supreme 
court here today. The report conveyed a 
transcript of evidence taken at hearings in 
Kansas City, Chicago, and Jefferson City 
since the Supreme court granted a rehearing 
on May 10 last. 

The report embraced the sworn. testimony 
of officers and élrectors of the Standard Ol 
Company of Indiana, which in brief. was to 
the effect that all of the anti-trust laws of 
the state have been observed strictly since 
proceedings against the company were start- 
ed, and that this Is to be the policy of the 
company in the future. 

According to the commissioner's report, the 
company introduced testimony to show that 
it was its purpose.to go into the open market 
and compete with all opposition companies 
for business. ‘ 

Today's report is the develeopment of the 
Supreme court's action of May 10, suspending 
the writ ef ouster against the company, 
granting a rehearing, and appointing Com- 
missionet Montgomery to take testimony as 
to the good faith of the company in severing 
its connection with any trusts.
